?.*■: WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AFP) - Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak appealed here 
to President Ronald Reagan for Palestinian 
Self-determination, Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon, and stopping Jewish settlements on 
ZsraeJi-occupKd Arab territories. 

President Reagan told newsmen after talk- 
ing ninth Mubarak that they were in "broad 
-agreement" on the “critical issues". 

Mubarak said: “ A golden opportunity (for 
peace) easts and it would be a grave mistake 
to miss it." 

He stressed that “though the time factor is 
cruriaT in tte Lebanese crisis, “top priority 
must be given to reaching an agreement on 
the withdrawal of Israeli forces." 

- Reagan did not announce any new initia- 
tive on Lebanon, but reaffirmed his commit- 
ment to support Lebanese independence and 
territorial integrity to the end. Therefore, 
"there must be early withdrawal of all foreign 
forces," he commented. 

President Mubarak said, concerning the 
peace process, that he was encouraged by his 
contacts with King Hussein of Jordan and 
Palestinian leaders.: Mubarak gave Reagan a 
message from Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO) chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Therefore, there should be a “U.S. move 
further in the direction of supporting the 
r^hts of the Palestinian people to self- 
determination" the Egyptian leader stres- 
sed. 

He called the continued founding of Jewish 
settlements in Arab territories'* a serious obs- 
tacle to peace." He said that Reagan agreed 
about that, but that “efforts must be exerted 
to bring about a total. freeze of settlement 
activities."

U.S. sources said a request by Mubarak for 
increased military aid would be examined 
with good wiU. 

In a TV interview broadcast in Britain 
Thursday, Mubarak warned that” time really 
is running out" to achieve Arab- Israeli 
peace, because "Israel is still building settle- 
ments on the West Bank" and because 
“within one year the campaign of the (U.S. 
presidential) election will start. ..when the 
administration can't take definite decisions 
on some major issues... 

President Mubarak said the “only way (to 
apply pressure on Israel) is to hurry up" and 
respond to President Reagans peace plan 
and to “sit at the negotiating table." 

If Israel withdrew its array from Lebanon. 
Egypt would send back its ambassador to 
Israel so as to start the negotiation for the 
comprehensive settlement of the whole prob- 
lem." But “the core of the whole problem" 
wgs the Palestinian problem, he cautioned. 


RIYADH. Jan. 2S (SPA) - Three 
Filipinos were beheaded here Friday. for 
robbing a shop and assaulting the owner 
and his brother. An Interior Ministry 
statement reiterated that the government 
was keen on preserving security and 
deterring criminals disturbing the coun- 
try's peace and tranquility by implement- 
ing the tenets ordained by God. 

The three FQipinos has assaulted a 
shopowner and his brother. When the vic- 
tims fell on the floor, the assailants 
stole their money and fled. But the sec- 
urity forces managed to arrest them. Dur- 
ing interrogation, the men confessed that 
they had committed the crime. Their con- 
fession was acknowledged by the Sharia 
Court. 

The latter ruled that they should be 
be headed by the sword on account of their 
belligerent act. The Cassation Court and 
the Supreme Council of the Judicature 
endorsed the sentence. 

The verdict was approved by royal 
order and it was carried out publicly after 
the noon prayers. 


30 die as blast destroys 
PLO center in Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (AP) — A car bomb 
destroyed the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion’s security headquarters in the Eastern 
Lebanese town of C'htaura Friday, killing 
more than 30 guerrillas and Syrian soldiers. 
Lebanon's civil defense director said. 

Nazih Cbamoun told tbc Associated Press 
more than 30 bodies have been recovered 
. from the rubble of the devastated three-story 
building on Ottawa's outskirts by nightfall, 
about six hours after bomb-laden ear went 
oft. 

1 Tiamoun said civil defense rescuers were 
digging through the piles of twisted iron and 
concrete for more victims, including an 
Armenian family whose screams for help 
could be heard front beneath flu* ruhhle. 

'( Tiamoun said fie did not know why ait 
Armenian family would be in a building that 
housed both the PL( > and Syrian army sec- 
' urity offices. 

He said four people, including two Syrians. 

Kingdom , UAE 
sign security pact 

ABU DHABI. Jan. 28 ( AP) —The United 
Arab Emirates announced the ratification of 
a joint internal security pact with Saudi 
Arabia which contains a scorched-earth 
clause and provides for the extradition of 
hijackers and active revolutionaries. 

A summary of the agreement distributed 
by the UAE news agency WAM. said the 
scorched-earth clause applies to 1 2 miles (20 
kilometers) inside the territory of cither 
country.. 

It stipulated security forces participating in 
pursuit operations should carry only “light 
arms.” 

The agreement exempts political crimes 
from the extradition provision, but the 
exemption does not cover "hijacking of airp- 
lanes or other transportation means, military 
crimes, material assault on beads of state, 
crown princes and their kin. and government 
ministers.'' ' 

The agreement was essentially the same as 
a prototype Saudi Arabia signed with the 
stale of Bahrain in December 1981. 

Saudi Arabia subsequently signed similar 
agreements with the Sultanate of Oman, the 
U.A.E. and Qatar.

Pakistan is to receive 34 of the planes, 
each worth 3*27.5 million, over the next 
three years, ar a rhythm of two to three a 
month. 

Pakistan is only the third non-member 
ofthe North Allan tie Treaty ( Jrganizanon 
to receive F-I6.s. a particularly advanced 
type of military plane equipped with the 
sophisticated AL-b 1 ) radar system of the 
U.S. Air Force. The two other countries 
are Israel and Egypt. 

A U.S. Air Force spokesman commen- 
ded Pakistani pilots here today for having 
mastered the F-16 after only a year's 
training at Fort Worth. Texas, when the 
Israelis took more than 14 months and 
others were still not capable of flying the 
plane safely after 20 months of training.

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India’s ministers 
resign en masse 


NEW DELHI. Jan. 28 (Agencies) — All 
cabinet ministers have submitted their resig- 
nations to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) news agency repor- 
ted Friday, quoting two senior ministers. The 
resignations are in line with Mrs. Gandhfs 
reported plan to revamp her government and 
the ruling Congress Party. 

On Wednesday Mrs. Gandhi, w’ho is also 
party president, requested octogenarian 
party leader KamlapatiTripathitohclp her in 
discharging her party functions. 

This was followed by the resignations r>f 
four of the five party general secretaries 
Thursday. The fifth secretaiy is at present out 
of the capital. 

T ripathi took active charge Friday morning 
of the Congress Party organization at Mrs. 
Gandhfs personal request. The National 
Herald . the party's daily newspaper, said 
Tripathi “has been asked to look after the 
party uork by party president Indira Gandhi 
on her behalf." He will be “the working pres- 
ident." 

Mrs. Gandhi remained president of the 
Conga'ss Party, which suffered humiliating 
defeats in two southern state elections earlier 
this month. 

The losses in Andhra Pradesh and Kar- 
nataka triggered turmoil within Congress 
ranks in neighboring Maharashtra state. Dis- 
sidents want a locally chosen replacement for 
Babasahcb Bhnsalc. Mrs. Gandhfs hand- 
picked chief minister. Tripathi said a decision 
would be taken "veiy soon” on the matter. 

Mrs. Gandhfs moves came one month 
before elections for the Corporation and 
Council of Delhi. The purge could have a 
shock effect on an electorate which opinion 
polls indicated w as likely to vote for the con- 
servative opposition, observers said. 

Apart from the prestige of controlling the 
administration of the Indian capital, the win- 
ner in next month's election would be very 
well placed to play a national role in the Gen- 
eral elections in I ‘>85. observers said. 

Following Thursday night's moves. Mrs. 
Gandhi herself continued as party chairman 
and leader of its 10 million members. The 
party is the biggest outside the < nmmunist 
world. 

Kamlapati has now full powers to reorgan- 
ize the party at ail levels. There was specula- 
tion Friday that the chief ministers of the 14 
states where the Congress Party has a 
majority might also hi- asked to resign. India 
has a total of 22 stales. 

According to a study by the. conservative 
opposition. Congress has only won 30 per- 
cent of the vote in eight local elections since 
Mrs. Gandhi triumphantly returned to fed- 
eral power in JogO. 

But no other party did better than this, and 
the other votes were spread over regional 
parties and the conservative nr Communist 
opposition parties.

The Times of India commented that there 
was no national alternative to Mrs. Gandhi. 

( Observers said the decline of Congress was 
due to its lack of internal democracy and the 
presence of often imenmpetent and corrupt 
officials. The party has not voted to change its 
bureaucracy for ten years. 

Party sources said the expected shakeup 
would be designed to give the party and gov- 
ernment a new. dean look. 

( 'ommcntatnrs said Mrs. Gandhi had given 
herself six months to rejuvenate arid revital- 
ize her party and to build a government 
capable of working efficiently. 

Iraq to shun 
power blocs 

BAGHDAD, Jan. 28 IR) - Iraq's ruling 
Baath Party has publicly reaffirmed its policy 
of keeping the country out of the orbit of both 
super-powers. 

The key policy statement was contained in 
a report of the ninth regional congressof the 
Arab Baath Socialist Party(ABSP). Although 
this was held last June, the party newspaper 
AI-Thawm published a report on the con- 
gress only this week. 

It said the party would continue to develop 
political and economic independence based 
on Iraqi socialism and Arab nationalism. 

The report stressed that fraq, at war with 
Iran for the past 28 months, would continue 
to look elsewhere for arms supplies, moving 
away from its previous dependence on the 
Soviet Union. 

Iraq had recently followed a new strategy, 
developing its military relations with coun- 
tries such as Yugoslavia, and obtaining arms 
from France and other European countries.

Direct Arab-Israel talks termed vital Islamic banking system

ALKHOBAR. Jan. 28 — The impor- 
tance of direct communications between 
both parries to the Arab-Jsrae/i dispute was 
stressed here by former U.S. Secretary of 
State Edmond Muskie in 3n exclusive 
wide-ranging interview with Arab News. 

Muskie. who was active in politics in 
America for 35 years, is now visiting the 
Kingdom on legal business as senior partner 
in an American law firm Chadboume. 
Parke. Whileside and Wolff which is 
associated with the Saudi Arabian firm of 
Ismail Nazer. 

"if both sides want peace, at some point 
they're going to have to talk to each other, 
and I'm sure both recognize it.” Muskie 
said. “They must regard it as eventually 
inevitable. So it’s a question of tactics and 
timing, when each feels that maximum 
advantage would be gained by dealing pub- 
licly on a point. If they don't talk before 
they achieve peace, then they are not going 
to talk after they achieve peace. What kind 
of peace is it between two countries if they 
can't talk to each other?” 

Assessing the degree of American influ- 
ence on Israeli policy. Muskie said that the 
superpowers can not impose their will on 
smaller countries. Russia, for example, 
hasn't dominated the Middle East, close as 
she is. Smaller states can take advantage of 
their very smallness to "tweak the Jinn’s 
tail." confident that the superpower will not 
attack them. Thus MenabemBegin takes a 
"perverse satisfaction" in pursuing inde- 


pendent Israeli policies. 

"You can’t buy a country’s indepen- 
dence.” Muskie said, "receiving foreign aid 
doesn't make the recipients vassals: other- 
wise they wouldn’t accept it.” 

The American public is generally both 
skeptical and cynical about the country s aid 
program, and was so even before the recent 
economic bard times, but supports the aid 
green to Egypt and Israel regarding it as “ an 
investment in peace.” 

Block voting of the non-aligned and Arab 
states at the United Nations merely 
increases Israeli rigidity according to Mus- 
kie. “If I were the prime minister of Israel 
and the United Nations automatically lined 
up against me every time no matter what the 
iustice of my position. I would stiffen my 
back. The world would be better off. Israel 
would be better off. and the Arabs would be 
better off if that automatic division did not

Muskie was pessimistic about prospects 
for peace which he sees as "dribbling 
away.” He was equally pessimistic about 
America's power to contribute to peace. 

"I suspect that like the Camp David pro- 
cess. any position taken by the U.S. would 
immediately lose.” Muskie said. “We seem 
co be able to contribute to cease-fires and 
thar's about it. In the Lebanese situation 
that's all we could achieve. But when it 
comes to constructive process to talk about 
problems that have to be resolved, certainly 
nothing has achieved as much as Camp 
David and that process has not concluded 
the iob and apparently is now not likely to. I 
hate to say that, but one must be realistic. 


urgent to Kith sides that it must he achieved 
at all costs, we will no t get a process that will 
lead to that objective.” he said. "When I 
observe the ingenuity of men and women, 
be it reasons why you can’t sit in this room 
or that city, or around a round table or a 
square table, the ingenuity of people 
dreaming up reasons why they can't partici- 
pate in this forum or that forum, when peo- 
ple raise questions like that, they 'are not yet 
sufficiently impressed with the urgency of 
peace to overlook petty, irrelevant, insuffi- 
cient excuses for avoiding coming to grips 
with the subjects that must be dealt with if 
peace is to be achieved.

“It is easier to blame 
someone else and I find it strange the U.S. is 
accused more than any other even the 
Soviet Union, of blocking the road to peace. 
I get fed up with it.” Muskie bluntly admit- 
ted. 

When asked about former Presidents 
Ford and Carter urging the U.S. to talk 
directly with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) (statement made in an 
airplane press conference while returning in 
October. 1481 after Sadat's funeral). Mus- 
kie replied that former presidents had more 
freedom to talk about public issues when 
they no longer held responsibility.

Survey shows teachers need job incentives 


RIYADH. Jan. 28 (SPA) — A teachers’ 
poor income, the way society looks down on 
the teaching profession and the big burden of 
the job are the main reasons for reluctance to 
take up the position, according to a survey 
made recently by King Saud University. The 
survey involved about 15.000 educational 
experts and teachers, showed that more than 
20 percent of Arab youth do not wish to take 
up teaching as a job. 

The survey also proved that more than 60 
percent of the teachers want to quit their job 
while 10 percent recognized they had wil- 
lingly chosen the profession. 

The survey showed that 30 percent of pre- 


paratory and se conchy school students wan- 
ted to become teachers and that the inclina- 
tion stood at 42 percent among females com- 
pared with 16 percent among males. 

The survey showed that about 20 percent 
of students at teacher colleges and institutes 
are unwilling to take up teaching as a future 
job and urged revising admission rules. 

The survey also recommended an increase 
in teachers’ salaries and increments and a 
better chance for promotion. 

It called for a wide-scale campaign by educa- 
tion ministries and specialized bodies to 
enhance the positive aspects of the job among 
teachers and the would-be teachers since 
reluctance to practice the profession emerged 


from psychological and material reasons. 

Improving current curricula and 
encouraging high grade students to join 
teachers institutions will bring moral and 
material respect to the teaching profession, 
the survey showed. 

The survey urged ensuring living facilities 
to teachers, raising their academic standard 
and launching a campaign to highlight the 
teacher's role in indicting up a good society 
and achieving progress to the whole country. 


JEDDAH. Jan. 28 — Considerable head- 
way is being made by the Islamic banking 
system due to its unparalleled safety and 
advantages according to Samir Abed Shaikh, 
general manager of Dar Al-Maal Al-Islami 
(DMI) for Saudi Arabia.

_ Such Incentives, he said, start right from 
initial stages of identifying and studying a 
project when assistance is provided for inves- 
tors to prepare marketing research and the 
economic viability of projects likely to realize 
reasonable profits. 

Other incentives at that stage include pro- 
vision of easy loans with small interest, per- 
mission to use government land in industrial 
areas for nominal rent and supply of neces- 
sary electric power at subsidized rales. 

“During production stages of the project, 
the government provides custom exemptions 
for equipment imported for tbe project and 
institutes customs protection for tbe products 
while' giving them priority in government 
purchases,” Dr. Abdulsalam explained.

Government incentives arc not applied 
without discr imin ation because assistance is 
planned for production units which have 
self-support, he explained. Protection is pro- 
vided for cases which really require such 
incentives through increasing customs rates 
to a degree that ensure the competitive status 
of local products but does not allow for their 
monopoly to cause a decline in tbe standard 
of performance in industry. 

“We do not establish industries to boast 
about them, because we know ourselves and 
what we are doing,” the official said. “Simi- 
larly we do not take up projects which are 
incompatible with our potential, natural, 
materia] and human resources because we 
are fully aware that our industry should be 
based on an agreed economic basis in order to 
last and survive competition from within and 
without. 

Government consolidation of these pro- 
jects, is being attempted with a number of 
specialized credit establishments set up such 
as the Industrial Development Fund and the 
General Investment Fund for electrical and 
industrial fields. Dr. Abdulsalam said area 
industrial departments and tbe Saudi House 
for Consulting Services provide assistance 
and facilities for those concerned. He added 
that free- interest loans provided in 1980-81 
reached more than SRI 00 billion, which 
amounts to 94.6 percent of the total capital 
resources of these establishments. Dr. 
Abdulsalam disclosed that loans provided by 
the Industrial Development Fund for indus- 
trial projects by the private sector and electri- 
cal companies, exceeded SR40 billion during 
the period 1975-1981 which amount to 50 
percent of the total cost of the projects. 

The response of the private sectorand fore- 
ign investors was very encouraging according 
to Dr. Abdukalam .

SAN SALVADOR. Jan. 28 (R) — Leftist 
guerrillas Thursday offered to exchange El 
Salvadors deputy defense minis ter, their 
prisoner since last June, for seven of their 
comrades said to have been arrested in Hon- 
duras and handed over to Salvadoran 
authorities. 

The offer to swap die minister. Francisco 
Adolfo Castillo, was made over the guerril- 
las' broadcasting station Radio Venceremos. 
Castillo, who was captured last June when 
insurgents shot down his helicopter, spoke 

5.000 dead crocodiles 
seized in Brazil 

BRASILIA. Jan. 28 (AFP) — Close to 

5.000 dead crocodiles were seized Wednes- 
day by Brazilian police in the west central 
state of Mato Grosso Do Sul. following a fight 
with a gang of poachers, it was learned here 
Thursday. 

The police action was part of a wider oper- 
ation aimed at dismantling a vast network 
that smuggles crocodile skins outside the 
country especially to West Germany. This 
clandestine commerce, - according to 
ecologists here is more lucrative for the 
smugglers of the area than dealing in cocaine. 

The area is one of Latin America's biggest 
reserves of the Brazilian crocodile, the 
jacares.

The guerrillas say they have pinned down 
about 6.000 elite U.S.-trained troops attemp- 
ting to retake a string of rebel-held towns and 
villages in Morazan which border Honduras. 
A military spokesman said at least three 
guerrillas were killed Wednesday night in die 
northern suburb of Mejicanos. He said fight- 
ing lasted for about two hours before 
insurgents withdrew undercover of darkness. 

Three other guerrillas were reported killed 
when rebel groups launched coordinated 
attacks against military outposts in Santa 
Ana. No government casualties were repor- 
ted. Military officials said more guerrilla 
attacks were expected in the coming days. 
"We don't know when or where they will hit 
but we’re preparing for them.” they added. 


To combat Soviet superiority 

Strong U.S. space program urged 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 28 (AP) — The 
United States needs a strong military space 
program because the Soviet Union is heavily 
involved in space, the head of the new U.S. 
Air Force Space Command said Wednesday. 

Gen. James V. Hartinger told a National 
Space Club luncheon that establishment of 
the command last Sept. I was “ a crucial 
milestone in the evolution of military space 
applications. This move will substantially 
contribute to deterrence and thus to interna- 
tional stability." 

He said the Pentagon set up the command, 
which equals the strategic air command on 
the organization charts, because it recognized 
that space has become a theater of 
operations, just like the land, sea and air. A 
major reason. Hartinger said, is the Soviet 
acceleration of their military space effort. “In 
the last three years, the Soviets have laun- 
ched four to five times as many satellites as 
we have.” he said. “They have an anti- 
sateOite system, and for years we've watched 


them launch targets and intercept them. 

“Their high-energy laser program is three 
to five times our effort, and they outspent us 
by S3 billion in their military space effort this 
year.” 

"Since 1977. they have logged five man- 
years in space: we have logged 60 man-days.” 
he said. “Obviously, they realize the military 
value of a manned presence in space. So we 
had better get into space to protect our 
interests and preserve our self-defense." 

The space command. Hartinger stated. wifl 
have many roles: To protect all U.S. space 
assets, to coordinate* die unmanned military 
satellites that provide communications, sur- 
veillance and other military services, and to 
develop space doctrine and strategy. The 
space shuttle, he said, win give military 
astronauts routine access to space, "and 
when it does, we' re going to have the initia- 
tive and the imagination and the proper 
organization to best take advantage of man's 
presence there."

break truce 

BOGOTA. Jan. 28 (R) — Bulletins pur- 
porting to come from Colombia’s biggest 
guerrilla group. M-19, said Thursday the 
organization would cancel a three-month 
truce and resume guerrilla activities next 
month. 

M-19. one of several underground left- 
wing groups active in Colombia, declared its 
truce last November after the government 
offered an amnesty. Its activities decreased 
noticeably but did not come to a complete 
bait. Anonymous callers to Bogota radio 
stations claimed responsibility in the name of 
M-19 for the kidnapping Wednesday of a 
Colombian banker's 19-year-old daughter 
and demanded $25 million for here release. 
But police said they were not sure whether 
guerrillas or common criminals were behind 
the abduction. 

In the bulletins, sent to news organizations 
in the Colombian capital. M-1 9 also called on 
other guerrilla groups to unite and wage 
revolutionary war.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Jan. 28 
(AP) — A terrorist group Thursday 
threatened to" compromise the security” of 
Pope John Paul II if he meets with 
Presicfent-for-life Jean-Ciaude Duvalier 
during a brief visit to Haiti next month. 

Tbe Brigade Hector Riobe, an anti- 
Duvalier organization based in Miami, 
Florida, included tbe warning in a note left 
at the Port-Au- Prince office of AFP news 
agency. John Paul is scheduled to be in Haiti 
for 12 hours March 9 to open a conference 
of Roman Catholic bishops from Latin 
American and Caribbean countries. 

Earlier, tbe Haitian government said die 
pope planned to meet with Duvalier. In a 
note addressed to tbe pope' s representative 
in Haiti, tbe group said it "would not hesi- 
tate an instant to compromise the security' 


of the pope if John Paul “deviates from his 
duties as the chief of the CatboKc Chmcb 
and considers putting himself at the service 
of the Duvalier family” - 

Tbe Brigade Hector Riobe has claimed 
responsibility for New Year's Day bomb 
explosion iu Port-Au-Prince that kiBed four 
persons and injured nine. The group is 
named for a man killed during an unsuccess- 
ful invasion of Haiti in 1963 when tbe presi- 
dent’s father, Francois Duvalier, ran the 
country. 

Roman Catholicism is tbe official religion 
of Haiti, a poor and densely populated 
nation that has been under control of tbe 
two Duvaliers since 1957. It shares the 
Caribbean island of Hispaniola with the 
Dominican Republic. 


Thatcher sticks to hard line 

Commons backs Falklands report 


LONDON. Jan. 28 ( AP) — After two days 
of noisy debate, the House of Commons 
Wednesday night backed the findings of an 
official inquiry that Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s government could not be blamed 
for Argentina’s armed occupation of. the 
Falkland Islands last year. 

Following months of accusations in parli- 
ament and the media that ministers and 
officials should have seen the attack coming, 
the 635-member house, in which the ruling 
Conservatives have a comfortable 36-seat 
edge, voted by 292 to 240 a majority of 52 
against a Labourite opposition claiming die 
government fumbled the situation. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who made the opening and 
dosing speeches, took a hard line against the 
Argentine government To opponents who 
wanted her to negotiate with Buenos Aires 
about the islands and dependent territories in 
die South Atlantic, the premier asked: 
"About what? It is obvious that the Argenti- 
nes see tbe negotiations solely as a means of 
achieving the direct transfer of sovereignty of 
the Falklands and the dependencies to

Argentina." 

The debate centered on Lord Franks’ 
report published Jan. 18 after a six-month 
inquiry, clearing the government of cul- 
pability inthe Argentine invasion. 

Franks, a retired top civil servant and ban- 
ker. was asked by the government to under- 
take the inquiry with five other privy council- 
lors. a formal body of advisers to the Crown 
chosen from distinguished citizens. Their 
report said the government could not have 
foreseen the April 2 invasion and could not 
have prevented it Labourites claimed wit- 
nesses' testimony at the inquiry showed 
otherwise. 

They said the government’s defense and 
foreign policies failed to give adequate, 
priority to the Falklands. the cabinet and tbe 
defense committee failed to discuss tbe Falk- 
lands for 15 months before the invasion and 
failed to respond adequately to a risk of inva- 
sion which they knew to exist When Argen- 
tine forces in the islands surrendered last 
June 1 4.

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TROUBLED OPEC 


During the resurgence of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries — OPEC — the Arab producers bore 
the brunt of the attack of Western governments and media for 
the high rise in oil prices. The Arabs were portrayed as greedy, 
unjust and compulsive spendthrifts who wanted to amass 
wealth for the benefit of a few at the expense of the rest of 
mankind. 

These governments knew, of course, that it was not the 
Arabs within OPEC who were raring to raise prices after the 
initial corrective measure to sell oil at realistic prices. At the 
time oil was being sold at S3 a barrel. It was. in feet. Iran. 
Venezuela and Nigeria who were pressing for steep rises in 
prices much against the better judgment of their Arab col- 
leagues. The late Shah of Iran had some grandiose plans for 
his country and wanted to catch up with Japan economically 
and the Soviet Union militarily while he was still alive. So he 
wanted a lot of money more quickly. 

But this is now history, although its repercussions are still 
haunting OPEC and the oil trade. Now the organization is in 
disarray, to put it raOdly and may be dying, to put it brutally. 

At the same time, the oil price hawks of yesterday are now 
selling their oil cheaply under the counter. They have been 
joined by Libya in an attempt to bolster its falling revenues. 

The Arab producers have stuck to the benchmark price of 
S34 but are unable to find enough buyers for all that they can 
produce because their colleagues are underselling them in the 
present recession-bit world. If they retaliate it may rebound 
against everybody with a price war in the offing. 

With Iran selling oil at $29 or less, the price may well hurtle 
downward with amazing speed. Western experts are already 
anticipating prices at below $20 a barrel. 

This may be good for buyers in the short term but Western 
bankers are wary of the dubious blessings of such a price war. 
They have dumped too much money in oil exploration and in 
energy alternatives. They have a lot of money tied up with oil 
producers like Mexico and Nigeria who may well default if 
they cannot get decent prices for their products. 

The Arab Gulf producers can do with the most modest 
output to run their economies. They have huge surpluses, 
small populations and the patience to wait fora market recov- 
ery. They also have the satisfaction that perhaps, the Western 
world now realizes that, after all', the Arab Gulf oil producers 
are not the bogey that the Jewish lobbies had painted and tried 
to perpetuate. 


Saudi Arabian press review 


Okaz Friday underlined the 
importance of Arab solidarity and 
said that unless the Arabs en joyed 
a deterring power through their 
unity. Israel will not make any 
concessions over its ambitions in 
Lebanon. 

Commenting on current tripar- 
tite negotitations on- Israeli with- 
drawal from Lebanon, the paper 
said Israel would . persist in its 
intransigent stand and delaying 
tactics with the aim of consec- 
rating its occupation of Arab land 
and preventing a peaceful settle- 
ment safeguarding Palestinian 
rights. “Hie Israeli entity will 
make no concessions over its 
ambitions in Lebanon or the 
occupied West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip unless the Arabs enjoyed a 
deterring stand through cohesion, 
unity and solidarity.” it added. 

The paper added that “in the 
absence of such a stand imposed 
by common destiny, we cannot 
force Israel to accept a peaceful 
settlement either in respect of 
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Mrs . Gandhi’ s bid to groom son for

NEW DELHI - 

Rajiv Gandhi, son and political heir of Indian 
Prune Minister Indira Gandhi, is in danger of 
becoming yesterday' s man after the Congress 
Party' s debacle in elections for the state assemblies 
of Tripura, Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka. 

Long overdue elections within Congress, 
scheduled for next March, were meant to set the 
stage for Rajiv' s triumphal elevation to one of the 
party's senior posts, possibly th3t of general secret- 
ary. Now Mrs. Gandhi is reported to be having 
second thoughts about how and when to boost her 
son's prospects. 

During the run-up to the state elections, Rajiv 
and his mother were targets of a savage campaign 
launched by Mancka Gandhi, the 2d- year-old 
widow of Mrs. Gandhis other son, Sanjay. She 
teamed up with opposition politicians to spearhead 
the anack on Congress- The patty did not expect 
landslide victories in any of the three states but in 
Andhra at least — where Mrs. Gandhi has her 
parliamentary constituency — there were hopes of 
Congress being returned with a working majority. 
Instead, the outcome was a disaster. 

Most galling of all for the Gandhis is their realiza- 
tion that the party' s recent defeats have been 
engineered in part by a member of (heir own ruling 
family. In Andhra, it was Maneka and a local film 
star, N.T. Rama Rao, who jointly delivered a crush- 
ing blow against Congress. Elsewhere, too, Maneka 
performed with crusading zeal against her in-laws. 

Bolstered by the riches left to her by Sanjay. who 
collected money by political extortion, the widow. 


Maneka. has threatened to wipe brother-in-law 
Rajiv off the electoral map. Maneka's campaign 
began to gather momentum last summer soon after 
she was bundled out of the prime minister s house. 
No. 1 Safdarjung Road, New Delhi. In a subsequent 
letter to her august mother-in-law, Maneka wrote: 
" You have abused and insulted me.” 

A veil has been drawn over the circumstances 
surrounding her departure, although the reasons 
are not difficult to ascertain. Mrs. Gandhi is not 
enamored of Maneka and actively dislikes Man- 
eka's mother, an ambitious Delhi socialite called 
Mrs. Anand. One story has it that Mrs. Gandhi 
returned brusquely and without explanation a gift 
sent by Mrs. Anand for Maneka's young son. 
Varun. 

More to the point. Maneka discovered during the 
Gandhi family breakfast hour that her advice on 
political issues was being ignored in the manner of 
"little girls should be seen and not heard." She was 
quick to realize during those lengthy breakfasts that 
Mrs. Gandhi preferred to lean on Rajiv and project 
him as the country's next inevitable prime minister. 

Pride and ambition propelled Maneka out of the 
prime minister's household. After that, aided by her 
own mother, she embarked on her long trail of 
revenge to discredit both Mrs. Gandhi and Rajiv, ft 
is Maneka's supporters who have made public a 
hitherto unpublished chapter, entitled "She,' from 
a book about Mrs. Gandhi - s father, India's first 
prime minister, Jawaharlal Nehru. The author, now 
dead, was one O.P. Mathai, Nehru's private secret- 
ary for many years. 

The ’She' chapter, originally held back at the 
publisher's request, never mentions Mrs. Gandhi by 


name, although it is meant to be an insider's account 
of her personal life. "She has Cleopatra’ s hose and 
Josephine Napoleon's eyes,” the chapter begins. 
Later the author, taking his cue from Barbara Cart- 
land, lists details of his alleged liaisons with "She." 
Copies of the chapter were widely distributed in 
New Delhi and in the states where elections were 
recently held. Maneka also made public letters writ- 
ten by Mrs. Gandhi to Sanjay when he was ap 
apprentice with Rolls-Royce in England. The let- 
ters, all in Mrs. Gandhis distinctive handwriting, 
show her concern that *Bhf (Rajiv) was wayward 
and impractical. There isewsna letter ftp nr Rajiv to 
Sanjay in which, after. explajnmg, how .ail other 
sources have been exhausted, he begs his brother 
for a loan of £15. * 

In Indian families, the problems pf mother-in- 
law and daughter-in-law are the subject of constant 
discussions and analysis. Maneka. both as a widow 
and young daughtcr-in-law, has been able to attract 
a natural wave of sympathy from the country's 
highly conservative and tradition-bound society. At 
an election raDy in Andhra, Maneka's political ally, 
Rama Rao, asked the crowds: “Can you follow. a 
woman (Mrs. Gandhi) who cannot be trusted to 
look after her own daughter-in-law?" 

Last year, one of Mrs. Gandhis most loyal 
lieutenants, Muhammad Yunus, published two long 
articles about the Gandhi family in the National 
Herald newspaper. The articles, entitled 'Two 
Brothers', were in theory about Rajiv and Sanjay. 
In fact, they turned out to be a thinly disguised 
means of abusing Maneka. "This naughty little girl 
has mastered the art of telling lies," Yunus wrote.

Kyprianou set to win next month’s presidential poll

NICOSIA — 

A presidential election next month in Cyprus will 
be the first to be seriously contested on the island 
since independence 23 years ago. though center- 
right President S pyres Kyprianou looks set to retain 
power with the support of the Communist Akel 
Party. 

Kyprianou. 50. took over after the death in 1 ^77 
of Archbishop Makarios. who dominated post- 
independence politics here, and he was returned 
unopposed in 1^78. 

He is being challenged in the Feb. 1 3 poll by 
pro-Western Glafcos Clerides. a veteran of inter- 
communal talks with the Turkish Cypriot com- 
munity. and Socialist Edek Party leader Vassos 
Lyssa rides. 

A recent independent poll published in the 
Greek Cypriot daily Phileleftheros forecast Kyp- 


rianou would rake 54 percent of valid votes against 
33 percent for Clerides and 13 percent for Dr. 
Lyssarides. The president’s opponents dispute 
these findings, but. if accurate — and they tally 
roughly with parliamentary election results in l 98 1 
— there will be no need for a second-round run-off. 
which is required if no one gets an absolute majority 
on the first ballot.

Some 1 00.000 Turkish Cypriots, who set up a 
"Turkish federated state of Cyprus" — recognized 
only by Turkey — in northern Cyprus after the 
Turkish invasion in l 974. are not taking part in the 
February poll. Posters of the three candidates dor 
towns and villages of Greek Cyprus, but missing are 
those of arguably the most powerful politician of 
them all. Communist Akel Party leader Ezekias 
Papaioonnou. 

It was Akers open alliance forged last April with 
Kyprianou's Democratic Party (Diko) that lit the 
flames of controversy in the electoral campaign, 
even though the Communists had been expected to 
vote for the incumbent In the last parliamentary 
election, the Communists captured nearly 33 per- 
cent of the poll, slightly more than Derides* rally 
party and much better than just under 20 percent 
for the Kyprianou followers. 

The Akel-Diko pact was expressed in the form of 
a manifesto called the “minimum program.” which 
Kyprianou is supposed to implement if re-elected. 
A joint committee would monitor its progress, 
although Communist officials concede that no time 
limit is set, and Akel is not seeking ministerial posts. 

In itself, the program makes no startling recom- 
mendations. especially on social and economic 
issues. While calling for a better deal for the lowest 
paid sectors, it also seeks “the protection and 
strengthening of the middle class.” But this uncon- 
troversial approach has not silenced critics of the 
alliance between the two apparently disparate par- 
ties. "The question is: Whidi is the dog and which is 
the tail and who will do the wagging-” one Western 
diplomat here asked. 

Clerides told Reuters in an interview that "Kyp- 
rianou will have to accommodate the Communist 
Party ” especially on foreign policy. He cited Cyp- 
rus’s non-committal line on Afghanistan and 
Poland as evidence of this already happening. The 
rightist newspaper Atitiua went further and said 
that if Kyprianou were re-elected with Communist 
backing, die West would regard Cyprus as "the 
Cuba of the Mediterranean.” 

Papaioannou. 74. is one of the most orthodox 
Communist leaders outride the Soviet Bloc, but 
political commentators say many Cypriots vote for 


Akel for family and local reasons rather than out of 
loyalty to the dogma of Marx and Lenin. 

Asked why he was not making a direct bid for 
power, the Communist leader told Reuters that, at 
present, the priority was to rid Cyprus of foreign 
troops — the Turks in the north, and the British, 
who occupy three sovereign bases in the south. 

"We have to get rid of them. Then it will be for 
the Cypriot people to decide whether they would 
like a social transformation." he said. In practice. 
Akel knows that election of a Communist president 
could deeply divide Greek Cypriots, cause jitters in 
Turkey and even bring on a global crisis between 
the United States and the Soviet Union. 

Deep-rooted personal and policy differences 
divide tbe Communists from the Socialists, who 
appear to be gaining ground in Cyprus, though not 
fast enough to win this election. 

Dr. Lyssarides. 62-year-old former physician to 
President Makarios. said in an interview that social- 
ism was “something new to Cypriots. Some con- 
fused it with communism.- some with right-wing 
ideas." But his Edek Party could become important 
if the election were to go to a second round. \-Q 

Clerides. apparently headed for second place in ; 
the first round, said be found nothing too object 
tionable in Dr. Lyssarides^ present policies and an.

Norwegians call harassment among efifl- 
dren “mobbing” a word borrowed .from 
English. “Mobbing” refers to teasing and 
other forms of mino r harassment as well as 
deliberate and systematic, even violent, 
persecution. 

Karisen said the new commitiee includes 
representatives of schools and organizations 
dealing with chfldren’s welfare. . 

“The proposals wiU be directod toward 
pupils, teachers and parents alike,*' he said. 
“We must cooperate arall levels to solve the 
mobbing problem.” 

' Professor Dan Olweus qf Bergen Univer- 
sity, wbo studies school harassment and 
wrote a book School BowBes and Their Vic - 


dmr,- estimates that between 25,000 and 
. 30,000 children are harassed seriously in 
Norway every year, mostly at school 
• “The victims are usually the psychologi- 
cally and physically weakest, the most emo- 
tionally unsure and anxious,'* Olweus said. 
“They fan to report the harassment because 
they are afraid of being treated even worse.” 

Olweus' current project, in Sweden, is a 
study of whether harassment of children 
causes lasting harm. Nine* hundred volun- 
teers, victims of harassment and former 
a d mi tt ed school bullies, have been observed 
over several years and remain subjects of the 
research project. 

“-There is seldom only one reason for sui- 
cides among kids, but harassment can often 
be a contributing factor,” Olweus said. 

In Norway, there was one average suicide a 
year among every 1 00,000 children under 14 
in the 2960s, 2 per 100,000 in 1971-75 and 
one per 100,000 m 1976-80. 

Since 1980, however, “it worries ns that 
the rate in this age groups, has increased to 3 
per 100,000,” said Dr. Per Nyhus, head of 
the National Center of Children and Youth 
Psychiatry. 

“There is also every reason to be deeply 
concerned about the increase in the suicide 
rate among boys in the age group between 1 5 
and 19. During the 1960s there were only 3 
suicides among 100,000 boys of that age. 
Now the rate is 14 per 100,000,” be said. 

Norwegian girls seldom commit suicide, 
according to Nyhus. 

Oslo psychiatry Professor Nils Retterstoel 
believes important reasons other than har- 
assment lead children and teen-agers to kill 
themselves. 

“One thing is the lack of sufficient and 
necessary supervision of children and atten- 
tion for them caused by the increases in 
divorces and the breakup of families,” he 
said. 

Nyhus added that modem society has 
become more competitive, creating a gap 
between those who are successful and those 
who are not. He said this creates stress for 
many children and teen-agers. 

“Already as teen-agers, youths seem to 
think that if they can’t manage well at school. 
They risk being unsuccessful for the rest of 
their life,” he said. “What happens among 
youths now must beseenas a cruel caricature 
of what is going on among adults.”

CYP graduates, like those in the three 
islands as well as in other Commonwealth 
Pacific nations separated by thousands of 
miles of ocean, keep in touch with each other 
through a satellite link provided by the uni- 
versity. 

.. The link enables them to hold regular 
“conferences of the air.” It is also helping 
them to prepare for, and promote, 1985 — 
designated by theUnited Nations as Interna- 
tional Youth Year. 

Vanini, 42, formerly principal administra- 
tive officer in Fiji’s Ministry of Youth and 
Sport, describes this exchange of views and 
news as a valuable exerace. 

He said: “ We like to keep in touch with our 
past graduates.. The satellite link means we 
can communicate with each other. Com- 
munications are otherwise a bit difficult 
because of the vast ocean.” 

Participants in the courses are trained in 
satellite work so that they can help man the 
‘youth link* on returning home. 

The agenda for the monthly link-up is cir- 
culated in advance to the 10 iriands that take 
part in it, and the 'meeting’ lasts about 75 
minutes.

Aussies’ sport love still limited to TV watching

MELBOURNE (LOS) — A myth exists 
that all Australians have the physique, tan 
and muscles of a surf life-saver. But while a 
few are superfit. the reality is that half 
Australian men are classified as obese, they 
spend 10 years of their life watching televi- 
sion. and end up with the world's highest rate 
of heart disease. 

Sport, to your average Aussie, is something 
you watch on telly in a singlet and shorts 
while the water sprinkler does the garden. 

The average Australian was once 
enshrined in the person of “Norm” during a 
series of television advertisements for a 
keep-fit campaign. Norm was shown slobbing 
around in front of his telly, then exhorted to 
get out of his armchair to participate instead. 
But the ads had the reverse effect. Norm 
became a cult hero: people wanted to imitate 
him. 

Of all the sports under the Australian sun. 
perhaps none attracts Norm more than horse 
racing. The whole year round he can watch 
the races in his living room, in the local bet- 


ting shop of at the race track. 

Australia can offer country, provincial and 
metropolitan horse races, and two or three 
pages of every daily newspaper are devoted 
to giving the full cards for them. All the racing 
takes place on the flat except for some jumps 
in Adelaide and Melbourne, the two most 
English of Australian cities. 

“A Country Racecourse" is the title of one 
of the best-known Australian paintings, 
wherein a couple of diggers stand in bush hats 
beside a parched track and against a back- 
ground of gaunt gum trees. But that is the old 
Australia, which only a few still know. In the 
outback they have their "picnic races” once a 
year, when 200-pound stockmen take a ride, 
but their social goings-on affect no one but 
themselves. 

It is provincial racing which feeds metro - 
polhan or city racing. The state capitals of 
Sydney. Melbourne and the rest each have 
four or five provincial centers within a 100- 
mile radius, like the Gold Coast Turf Club 
south of Brisbane. 

Here, on the fringes of therircirit the “bat-

tiers” hang out. those lesser jockeys and 
trainers who battle to make a living out of 
S 1 50 third prizes. Faces leathered by the sun. 
and bodies underfed to make the weight, tell 
of the strain of competition here. 

Only last week a battling apprentice jockey 
was suspended for the fifth time in less than a 
year for too aggressive riding “It is every 
man for himself in a race he was said to have 
told the stewards. “We realize race riding is 
very competitive." they replied, "but that 
sort of attitude will not be tolerated." 

At the apex of Australian racing is Mel- 
bourne Cup day. Britain’s Ascot and Epsom 
rolled into one. part-fashion parade, the 
three-and-a-half minutes when Australia 
stops, one of the few national and nation- 
buDding events to compare with Anzac Day. 

Horse racing is believed to have started in 
- Australia shortly after they got off the boat in 
1788. It then grew as a form of rivalry bet- 
ween the British import and the native-bred 
horse, but even after that rivalry died down, 
and every horse was native-bred, racing con- 
tinued to enjoy much popularity.

In New South Wales alone last year more 
than S 1 .000 million was spent in off-course 
betting in the TotaHsator Agency Board 
shops run by the state government (As a 
percentage of this spending goes to the raring 
dubs to spend* on their facilities, the 
Australian racegoer is made pretty comfor- 
table.)

The office said prices of fresh food last year 
rose an average 1.8 percent after a 5.3 per- 
cent rise in 1981, electricity and gas rates 
were up 33 percent after a 7.7 percent rise, 
and housing costs were up three percent 
compared with four percent. 

It said the consumer price mdex (base 
1980) for urban Tokyo in mid January rose 
03 percent to an unadjusted 109.3 from an 
upward revised index at end December of 
109.1 when it was up 0.1 percent from end 
November. 

The mid January index was up 23 percent 
from a year earlier after a 2.4’ percent year- 
on-year rise at end December, it said.

World Bank lends $553.5m 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 28 (AFP) — The 
World Bank and affiliated organizations 
announced the granting of a number of loans 
totaling S553.5 million with the lion's share 
going to China for the development of oil 
resources. Indonesia for developing 
industrial-style agriculture, and India for 
irrigation projects. 

China, the World Bank said, gets SI 62.4 
million for the development of the country's 
main oil field. Daqing. The loan will serve for 
financing the introduction of modern exploi- 
tation technology and the training of tech- 
nicians. 

The Chinese project foresees the drilling of 
6 1 5 new oil wells and that of 206 water in sec- 
tion wells, which should eventually translate 
into an increase in the oil field 1 s production 
by about three million tons per year. 

The Indonesian loan of S 1 54.6 million is 
for the development of rubber, palm oD and 
other plantations. 

India was granted SI 50 million for the 
modernization of the irrigation system in the 
northern state of Haryana. 

Another loan, of $32.5 million went to 
Bangladesh for the extension of telephone 
links between small towns and in the con- 
tryside and included a short-wave radio- 
telephone link between Dhaka and Chit- 
tagong. 

Yugoslavia was allotted 453ft -mtHton- for **- 
project compensating for lacking water 


reserves and anti-pollution measures in one 
of its regions. 

Tunisia on its part received S 1 6.5 million in 
loans for irrigation and the drilling of 1 .600 
water wells, and the Maidive Islands in the 
Indian Ocean $5 million for developing the 
fishing industry. 

The Chinese oil project bank sources 
specified, envisages a global investment of 
S6743 million. Tt(e oil field to be exploited 
more thoroughly is in China's north-east and 
is the nation's richest producing an annual 5 1 
million tons, or about half the total Chinese 
oil production.

Panama 
to hike tOi

PANAMA CITY. Panamanian. 28 (AP) — 
The Panama Canal Commission on Thurs- 
day proposed 3 9.8 percent increase in tolls 
for ships using the waterway. 

The commission's nine-man board of 
directors approved the request at the end of 
two days of meetings. 

Before going into effect, the request must 
be approved by the U.S. government, which 
co- administers the canal with the Panama- 
nian government under terras of the 1977 
Panama Canal Treaty. The treaty provides 
for full control by Panama in 1 999. The board 
is composed of five Americans and four 
Panamanians. 

The commission asked that the increase 
“be effective as soon as possible after March

In new sign of recovery 

U.S. indicators rise by 1.5% 


'"WHAT — SPENP SOME TIME IN THAT DUMP

WASHINGTON. Jan. 28 (AP) - In a new 
sign of recovery, the U.S. government said 
Friday its main economic forecasting gauge 
jumped 1J5 percent in December, the eighth 
gain in the last nine months and the biggest 
increase in more than two years. 

The U.S. Commerce Department reported 
the increase in its index of leading economic 
indicators, a compilation of 10 separate 
statistics, including forward-pointing infor- 
mation concerning unemployment, produc- 
tion, prices and business conditions in gen- 
eral. 

Meanwhile, the report said an accompany- 
ing index of coincident indicators — designed 
to measure current conditions — designedto 
measure current conditions — dipped 0.1 
percent in December, indicating that the long 
recession may well have been continuing, 
though at a slow peace. 

In the past, gains m the leading indicators 
have foreshadowed recovery for the U.S. 
economy as a whole, though recovery usually 
arrived sooner than nine mouths after the 
indicators turned up. Index gains prior to past 
recoveries also were bigger than most recent 
increases, indicating to many analysts that the 
economic 2 983 rebound will be only moder- 
ate. 

The December gain was t be "biggest since 
the 2.8 percent in September 1980 as the 
economy was puDing out of that year' s steep 
but short recession. Such gains of 2 percent or 
more have been common at the start of pre- 
vious recoveries. 

In contrast, the index rose just 0.2 percent 
in November of last year — revised down- 


ward from the original estimate of O.S per- 
cent — and 0.3 percent in October, Friday's 
report said. 

In December, the report said, six of the 1 0 
available leading indicators showed 
improvement, led by a gain in new orders for 
piants and equipment and a drop in initial 
claims for unemployment benefits — an indi- 
cation that layoffs were slowing. 

Also showing improvement in December 
were the nations money supply, building 
permits for fixture house construction, stock 
prices and orders for new consumer goods 
and materials. 

Three indicators gave negative economic 
signals in December total business liquid 
assets, prices of sensitive raw materials and 
speed of deliveries. There was no change hr 
the average workweek. 

Commerce Undersecretary Robert Dede - 
rick said the size of the increase may later be 


revised downward because Friday’s report 
did not include a not-yet-available 11th com- 
ponent — business inventories — which 
probably declined in December. 

Still, he said, ‘the robust advance in 
December's leading indicators further 
strengthens the case foreconoraic growth this 
quarter.” 

Earlier the U.S. Labor Department 
reported that initial claims for jobless 
benefits were at the lowest levels since Sep- 
tember 1981, and Federal Reserve Chairman 
Paul Volcker said the economy seems poised 
for sustaintable recovery from recession.

LONDON (LPS) — In simple terms, tele- 
text involves the broadcasting of data in the 
unused portion of a normal television signal. 
In addition to providing “pages” of 
alphanumeric information and some 
graphics, it can furnish sub-titles for televi- 
rion programs and insert news flashes into 
broadcasts. These services can be accessed 
simultaneously by many millions of sub- 
scribers. Starting with a trial service in the 
mid-1970s, usage has grown at a rapid rate. 

In Britain alone: two teletext services 
(CEEFAX and ORACLE) now reach more 
than 200.000 subscribers and more than one 
milli on teletext decoders have been delivered 
to television set manufacturers. West Ger- 
many. Austria and Australia are among the 
countries vigorously promoting a British- 
style service. 

In essence, viewdata is a system which links 
converted television sets through ordinary 
telephone lines to large database facilities. As 
such, the television set functions as in interac- 
tive alphanumeric/graphics terminal, 
allowing the subscriber to access, manipulate 
and input information. 

The range of possibilities available with 
viewdata is much larger than .with teletext, 
but tbe number of subscribers who may. for 
example, simultaneously access the same 
page of information is much smaller. In addi- 
tion to the cost of establishing a telephone 
link to the database, there may be a charge 
for access to particular viewdata pages. By 
contrast use of teletext is free once a suitable 
receiver has been acquired. 

The world's first operational public view- 
data system — British Telecom's Prestel — 
was inaugurated in 1 979. There are at pres- 
ent about 14.000 sets connected to Prestel in 
Britain and 500 Information Providers furn- 
ish a database of more than 200.000 pages of 
information. This is easily the largest view- 
data system in the world. It is also the most 
successful in export markets and details and 
software and or hardware have been sold to 
West Germany. Switzerland. Italy. Belgium, 
the Netherlands. Austria. Hong Kong and 
other countries. 

Both teletext and viewdata were originally 
aimed at tbe mass market in Britain. While 
the performance of teletext has fully equaled 
its originators' expectations in this regard, 
viewdata has proved to have its greatest 
appeal — 85 percent of all users — in what 
ought be termed the busmess/professional 
community. 

This unexpected turn of events has 
influenced subsequent Prestel developments 
in two main ways. On the one hand, efforts 
are being made to broaden the appeal of the

service and reduce the initial costs for the 
general public. On the other hand, in recogni- 
tion of the competitiveness of extant forms of 
data communication, a number of new Pre- 
stel options have increased its sophistication 
as a business tool. 

One way in which the general utility of 
viewdata can be increased is by providing 
easier access to particular information. At 
best there can be considerable delays invol- 
ved in ascertaining aircraft arrival and depar- 
ture times by telephone. During bad weather 
or industrial disputes, the task is often impos- 
sible. as hundreds of calleis dial on the same 
line at the same time. A new service called 


Sky Guide alleviates the problem by trans- 
mitting data from the Flight Information 
Display Systems of British airports first to a 
computer for editing and then to the Prestel 
system. 

The service, operated by American 
Express, uses all-British technology with data 
picked up initially by a microprocessor 
monitor developed by Jasmin Electronics 
and then forwarded to a Rediffusion com- 
puter for editing before onward transmission 
to the Prestel system. 

In the quest for lower costs, a number of 
companies have developed adaptors which 
will convert domestic television receivers into

Tandata. for example, 
offers equipment which win convert an exis- 
ting television set to Prestel operation for 
around 25 percent of the price of anew dedi- 
cated set. Tanda ta claims there is no 
appreciable difference in the quality of recep- 
tion. 

The current development of business vie- 
wdata is proceeding on two fronts. First.' the 
capability of terminals is being enlarged by 
advanced design and integration with other 
co mmuni cations media. Secondly, network 
versatility is increasing, largely owing to 

software innovation. . . . . 

A good example of noval terminal design is 
the portable Briefcase Viewdata unit from 
Tandata. This equipment which plugs into a 
standard television set. uses an acoustic coup- 
ler to link users through a telephone line to 
Prestel or private viewdata computers. 

Designed for people such as salesmen 
whose work involves constant' travel, the 
device enables a temporary office to be set up 
with no more elaborate equipment than 
would be found, for example, in the average 
hotel room. Ic is calculated that Briefcase 
Viewdata makes it possible for a sales force to 
stay in tbe field for up to 20 percent longer 
than normal. The 22 kg unit has an optional 
recorder for off-line page recording and play 
back. 

Tbe simple integration of viewdata with 
another form of communication — in this 
case telephony — can be found in equipment 
such as Datacom 3000 from GEC Informa- 
tion System. Essentially this combines in a 
single enclosure the facilities of an executive 
push button telephone with those of a sophis- 
ticated viewdata-only receiver. 

In addition to providing on its screen visual 
prompts for the operation of the telephone, 
the -3000 in its present form caters for stan- 
dard viewdata display facilities, including 
double height graphics, and grey-scale rendi- 
tion of background color. The page numbers 
of up to 10 frequently used viewdata pages 
can be programmed into tbe terminal by the 
user. 

The chosen pages are then keyed without 
reference to the normal master page index, 
thus saving time and usage charges. In addi- 
tion. the last page of data delayed is 
retained- until overwritten, when the view- 
data center connection is released. 

A more fundamental integration is to be 
found in interfaces and software which per- 
mit the reception and hard copy of viewdata 
information on multimode terminals whose 
original, single, function had nothing to do 
with viewdata. Thus, using software pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom. Wordplex 
word processors are now able to access and 
print pages from Prestel and private viewdata 
systems. 

British software, written originally for use 
in Germany's Bildschirmtext system, has also 
bee n instrumenta l in pni ducina one of the 
most important ofthe new viewdata network- " 
• Options. Gateway software was developed by 
Systems Designers. It allows the connection 
of non-Prestel computers to the Prestel net- 
work. 

Gateway, by contrast, allows instant on- 
line interaction between user and Informa- 
tion Provider and makes practicable services 
such as tele-shopping, electronic funds trans- 
fer and so on. 

Another new network capability available 
on Prestel is styled Mailbox.

The chairman of tbe Sup- 
reme Court has said that crimes against die 
individual are on the increase and so are a

Tbe financial crimes are sometimes pecul- 
iar to a centralized, bureaucrat-run economy,

never existed. 

Shortages give others their chance. Instead 
of wasting their time looking for spare parts 
in shops, car owners buy them quicker and 
cheaper on the black market. They may even 
be offered whole cars. Workers in tbe factory 
that makes die . little Zaporozhets saloon 
managed to sell eight of them before they 
•’ were caught 

■ Soviet legal officials say that drunkenness 
j^Us-pn die. increase and that when , finked with 
'Srime it Sioiild be treated as an aggravating 


circumstance. In IVSO. two out of three 
juvenile criminals were drunk. 

Tbe country's chief law officer reported 
last week that workers in Gorky were afraid 
to walk home at night and that even members 
of citizens' voluntary patrols had been attac- 
ked. 

Coded locks are being installed on the 
front doors of some apartment blocks to stop 
vandalism, though the locks themselves are 
then sometimes stolen. 

Many complaints stress the youth of offen- 
ders. A juvenile criminal is quoted as saying: 
Tve carried nothing heavier than long hair 
and a guitar on my back.” Absentees in one 
factory were said to be mainly under 2?. The 
feelings aroused are pushing some people to 
propose solutions of questionable lawfulness. 
A popular idea for curing labor indiscipline is 
to make it impossible for an unsatisfactory 
worker to leave a job without his workmates' 
permission. This, a Soviet lawyer pointed out 
in dismay, would be a *hi>wling illegality.* 
violating a worker’s right to terminate his 
labor contract.

PARIS (RFI) — Opened on March 3. 
1969. the market of Rungis. just south of 
Paris, today bolds top place in tbe chain of 1 9 
“markets of national interest” in France and 
is the biggest food -distribu non center in the 
world. 

The building of this commercial complex, 
standing beside the Southern Motorway. 13 
kms from Paris, was a considerable job of 
organization, construction and imagination, 
carried out by a small team of men. Small lots 
of land were bought up. one by one, in the 
districts of Chevilly- Larue. Rungis and 
Thiais. to a total of 600 hectares. The market 
proper covets 200 hectares, the remaining 
400 hectares being used for complementary 
activities and leisure pastimes. 

Once this ground had been acquired for the 
state, construction work began in 1 964. Once 
the basic heavy work had been completed 
(three million tons of earth leveled, the 
aquaducts of La Vanne. Le Loing and Le 
Lunain moved), the new market had to be 
constructed and oiganized to answer two 
clearly-defined objectives: to simplify and 
lighten the distribution circuits; to clarify the 
mechanisms of the market m Older to control 
the prices. 

Tbe complex, when built, includes 
warehouses, sales halls, offices, platforms. 36 
kms of railway lines, an internal shuttle ser- 
vice. 1 26 kms of road systems and car parks. 
50 kms of piping for the deep-freeze storage 
installations. 45.000 telephone lines. 350 
telex lines. 250 television sets and 10.000 
square meters of green spaces. 

AD this work lasted seven years and cost 
1.104 million francs. 

At present. 40.000 men and women keep 
this market living and working. They come 
from every comer of France and beyond its 
frontiers. They include 2.000 wholesalers. 
25.0000 buyers and 1 7.000 employees. They 
all hold access cards delivered by “Sem- 
maris”. the company which manages the 
market; these cards enable them to cany out 
their transactions and are not granted to pri- 
vate traders, who can only visit the market 
and have no right to buy or to sell. 

In its early days. Rungis experienced a few 
management problems (fruit and vegetable 
sectors), in 1 974 and afterward, but today the 
market runs smoothly in all departments, 
permanent solutions having apparently been 
found in every case. 

The professionals say that tbe success of 
Rungis is largely due to an administrative 
personnel who bring clarity and precision to 
every stage of selling (the day’s trends and 
yesterday's figures are put out over telelvi- 
sion. the tonnage of goods arriving at night or 
early morning are posted up) and to the 
traders who. well-informed, cany out their 
transactions in the traditional manner, by 
private contract, according to offer and 
demand. Rungis seems to be an efficient 
compromise between a time-proven activity, 
the market, and the need for rationalization 
made necessary by all modem wx*ieties.

6. Three notrump. It would 
be wrong to bid only two 
notrump or three clubs at this 
stage, either of which North 
could pass with minimum 
strength for bis heart bid. You 
should feel confident of. mak- 
ing nine tricks in notrump and 
disregard those comparative- 
ly few hands North might have 
that would nullify the chance 
for game. Strong action is the 
order of the day.

Solidarity issues 
general strike call 


Italian law 
on Brigades 
lapses today 


WARSAW, Jan. 28 (Agencies) — Top 
underground leaders of the banned ** Solidar- 
ity 1 union urged Poles to prepare tor a gen- 
eral strike, in a Jan. 22 message that reached 
Western news correspondents late Thursday. 

A general strike was - inevitable'* and 
would be “ tbe strongest weapon" to make 
the Communist regime compromise with the 
population, tbe statement said. But it also 
advised other means of resistance: Boycotts 
of all associations backing the authorities, 
"social support committees'' to feed Poles 
who might be sacked for refusing to join offi- 
cial trade unions, and it demanded that labor 
legislation in each enterprise be respected to- 
the letter. 


China assures 
Sihanouk 
on Cambodia 


BANGKOK, Jan. 28 (Agencies) — China 
has promised it will never compromise with 
the Soviet Union over the conflict in which 
they back rival forces in Cambodia. Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk said here Friday. 

Prinoe Sihanouk, who heads a Peking- 
supported tripartite coalition government 
opposing the present Cambodian Heng Sam- 
rin regime backed up by some 130-180,000 
Vietnamese troops, was speaking at a press 
conference here one week after he arrived 
here. 

The prince lambasted the "illegal decision 
by Cuban President Fidel Castro” that vac- 
ated Cambodia’s seat at tbe last nonaligne d 
conference in Havana in 1979. He said be 
would be ready to appear at the March 7-11 
conference in New Delhi if invited at “24 
hours’ notice," with a special plane standing 
by to take him from Pyongyang. 

He announced he would in the future 
spend three months a year evenly in four 
areas — Pyongyang and Peking, countries of 
the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
and the Cambodian border, Europe and 
Africa, and New York where he would lead 
his delegation to the U.N. each year. 


The clandestine statement appealed to the 
International Labor Organization (ILO) to 
send observers to tbe trial of seven Solidarity 
leaders arrested last Dec. 23 on charges of 
plotting against the state. Their arrest was 
"vengeance by the totalitarian government" 
for the establishment of the Solidarity Union 
Confederation, which“amountsto the end of 
the actual system based on non- respect of the 
law.” 

“The indictment of representatives demo- 
cratically elected by a union of 10 million 
members is equivalent to putting on trial the 
whole Solidarity union, the August 1980 
agreements (allowing independent unions), 
and the process of democratization that they 
started," the statement said. 

It was signed by Bogdan Lis, Solidarity's 
formeT number two leader, Zbigniew Bujak, 
head of its Warsaw district branch, and by 
JozefPinoir. Eugeniusz Szvmiejko and 
WJadyslaw Hardek. It was the first message 
from the underground national coordinating 
committee of the banned union since martial 
law ended last Dec. 31. 

The committee charged that tbe current 
transfer of Solidarity property to the 
officially-sponsored unions was “theft”. The 
statement said the goal of a general strike and 
other forms of resistance was "a self- 
managed republic" where authorities would 
be '"subject to social supervision.” That 
would “not be contrary to the idea of social- 
ism" or to the existing international order. 
Poland's Communist allies should not 
approve of "a generally-detested dictator- 
ship that gives this country no hope for 
development. “The time is approaching 
when the strike weapon will become a real 
means of struggle again." 

Meanwhile, Pope John Paul II will travel to 
his native Poland in June as planned, Polish 
Archbishop Josef Glemp said in Rome Fri- 
day. 

Glemp also told a radio interviewer that he 
was more optimistic regarding Poland's 
internal situation than he was when he was 
last in Rome a month ago. He said he hoped 
that" a sort of historic compromise" would be 
reached that would improve life in the coun- 
ty- 


ROME, Jan. 28 (R) — A controversial 
Italian law which played a big role in tbe 
recent crackdown on Red Brigades guerrillas 
by encouraging- them to become informers 
will cease to be valid from Saturday, a justice 
ministry spokesman said Friday. 

1 He said the government would not prolong 
.the so-called “pentitT' (repentants) law 
under which members of the leftist Brigades 
who confessed or gave tip-offs to the 
authorities were granted lighter sentences. 
"There is now a feeling that the law has ser- 
ved its purpose and tbe Brigades are no lon- 
ger a sufficiently serious threat to warrant it.” 
the spokesman said. 

The measure, attacked by several leading 
magistrates as unconstitutional but hailed by 
the police as vital to their assault on the 
Brigades, was first put forward by the gov- 
ernment in 1980 and officially- enacted in 
May of last year. It is a year Friday since U.S. 
Gen. James Dozier was freed from a Red 
Brigades' "people's prison” in the first rescue 
of ope of their hostages. A wave of arrests 
foOowed and the guerrilla group bas not 
mounted a major operation since. 

The leftist newspaper La Repubblica 
Thursday published documents sent from* 
prison by the founders of the 15-year-old 
Red Brigades in which they said the armed 
struggle against tbe state was over. 


Dhaka begins 
poll enumeration 


DHAKA. Jan. 28 (AP)— The Bangladesh 
government started enumerations through- 
out tbe nation to count eligible voters in pre- 
paration of new electoral rolls, a top election 
commissioner said Friday. 

Chief Election Commissioner NuniJ Islam 
said the electoral commission was prepared 
to hold local elections by November. How- 
ever. he said there was no official word from 
government leaders on the precise date of 
polls. All males and females who were 18 
years of ago Jan. 2. 1 ^83 are eligible as vot- 
ers. 

The last electoral rolls published in I ‘>72 
counted 35.2 million voters.
